ſome loſs on our own fide, Forty of our Men 
being” cither Killed or 'WoundW' in the Sally : The 
Baron de Gall lately 'made Major ' of the Regiment 
of Marsfeild, was this day to the great diffatisfaCtion 
of his Competitors , , made Lieutenant Colonel -in 
the Place of Colonel Lefley, killed ſome'days paſt.” 


On the Twclfth about Nova, the Enemy ſprobg 
the Mines they had prepared under the Rave- 
lin, which gave ſo great” a Blow that half the 
Town ſhook "with 'it '; Whereupon the Enemy 
made an Affaule bn'that fide"of the 1 Ravelin which 
their Mines had demoliſh'c, but were ſo warmly 
received by us, that the could not lodge them- 
felves in ic; but were forced to quir that Station. 
with fome Lofs. 


On our fide about 100 Men were killed or woun- 
ded. Count Sereni, and Count Scherffenbery gained 
much Honor in this Action , of a Jy had 
the Management ; Count Dawn being newly cons 
wed to his Bed by the Bloody Flux.

On the 1314 of Auguſt before day we ſaw the Signal 
made by the Lieutenant upon the Biftmberg, giving 
us notice of his-fafe arrival with the Letters committed 
to his char e for the Duke of Lyrrain , and the ſame 
day other Liner were ſent to the Duke, by Gregorio 
Kotschkitsky heretofore Interpreter of the Eaſtland Com- 
pany, But this ae notwithſtanding we play'd our 
Cannon very warmly, the Enemy "img their Works 
ſo vigorouſly that they prepared a Mine under another 
part of the Rayclin they had atack'r the day before. 
ba Providence ſo ordered it, that the Powder taking 
fire by accident vented it ſelf at the entrance of the 
Mine; doing ſo much damage to their Works, chat they 
durſt not make any farther attempt. 

The ſame day a Bomb from the Enemy lighting up- 


on one of our Demi-Cannon diſcharged it, which hap. 


ned agaia the next day, 

On the 14th of Auguſt they continued working yery 
hard, and plying us with their Bombs and Stones, which 
were anſwered in the like' manner by us. They made 
their Trenches nine foot deep, — them imme- 
diately with Planks under which they ſheltered chem- 
ſelves and carried on their work very ſecurely. Ar fix 
in the afternoon they ſprung a Mine at the Right-face 
| of the Ravelin, which nevertheleſs was without any 
huct to us, but with great damage to themſelves ; and 
this night they advanced their Trenches into the great 
Ditch before the Ravelin. 

On the 15th of Auguſt the Enemy did not uſe their 
Cannon very much, bur plied their Bombs and throw- 
ing of Stones which did us great hurt. Abour nine in 


the morning they ſprung a- Mine at the foor of the

Rave- 
lin which, had been lately blown up; but our Gene- 
ral was very diligent in oppoling their aſlaulcs, prin- 
cipally upon the Ravelin which had ſuffer'd ſo much, 
as allo the Court and Lebe/ Baſtions, and the: Melcker 
Raveclin that lies between the Lebel and the Melcker 
Baſtion, making ſeveral Retrenchments of Earth one 
above another at about twenty four foot diſtance and 
ſtrengthening them wich Paliſadoes, ſo.that it the Enemy: 
made themſelves Maſters of any one of theſe Retrench- 
ments, they might {till meet with freſh oppoſition from, 
our Men, who might retire tothe next, whereby the Turks 
would be always expoled to ur great and {mall Shot 
* Which would do them much miſchief, the upper part 
of the Parapet and the Curtains being filled -with Em. 
brazures or Holes through which the Cannon might play. 
the more ealily. 

This day we obſerved many toaden Waggons -and 
Camels arriving in the Enemies Camp, bringing them 
as we then ſuppoſed a recruit of Ammunition, wherein 
we were not miſtaken, as we found by experience. 

On the 16th of Auguſt the Enemy made more uſe 
of their Cannon, Bombs.and Stones than the days before, 
which d1d us much harm, advancing continually with. 
their approaches, till about five in the Evening, we 
made a fally with about two hundred Men, who falling 
upon the Works which the Enemy had brought through 
the bottom of the Dicch to the Lebel Baſtion, quite de- 
ſtroy'd them, wich the loſs onely of abour nine of our 
Men.

Men. This was the moſt ſucceſsful Sally we had yet 
made, and was managed with great congut and cou- 
rage. by Count Seren: and Count Scherfenberg, who 
being commanded upon this Service by the General, were 
both wounded in it by Stones from the Enemies Mortar.

Ferdinand Heiſtgrman ( who was formerly Adjutant to 
Count Staremberg, and now a Captain in his Regiment ) 
_-behaved himlſElt very bravely in this Sally , where be- 

ing engaged in a ſingle Combat with a Tiark, he diſc 
armed his Adyerſary and cut off his head with his own 
Scimiter, fixing it upon a Paliſadoe : After which he 
pres the Scimiter to the General, who at this time 

ept his bed of a Dylentery. 

About ſeyen in the Evening we ſprung a Mine under 
the ſide of the attack't, Ravelin where che Enemy was 
lodged, which forced them to quit their Station and to 
ſhelcer themſelves under the Point of the Ravelin as the 
had done before. About ten at Night-the Turks atteme. 
pted by their Galleries to return into the bottom of the 
Ditch and renew the Works which had been deſtroyed 
in the Sally the day before, to which end they made uſe 
of Gabions and ſacks of Wool to ſecure them fro 
ſhot in carrying on their Works and Lodgments in e- 
very. place. But our Men under the conduct of Count 
Scherfenbers falling upon them, after half an hours di- 
ſpuce, either burnt or carry'd away the Gabions and. 0- 
ther defences which the Enemy ' had made 'as well in 
the Ditch as upon the Counterſcarp, forcing them to 
retire to the holes which their Mines had made in tke 
Ravelin. Nothing more. hapned this Night for the 
Rain, of which we had little at other times : the con-

This day two Soldiers attempted to run to the Ene- 
my zhrough the Paliſadoes , but being brought back by 
ſome of our Men were committed to Prifon, in order 
to receive the'puniſhment they deſerved. 

On the 17th of Auguſt we diſcovered a Batrery rail. 
ed in the Enemies Trenches, where they had planted 
three pieces of Ordnance not far from the ed of the 
Ditch, with which they play'd furiouſly upon the Lebel 
Baſtion, but continued not long, the General having 
ordered four whole Cannon to be fired from the Cur- 
tain that:is between the Lebel and Court Baſtions, which 
ſoon diſordered the Enemies Ordnance ; but from the 
reſt of the Batteries they continued their ſhot very thick 
as at other times. At nine in the Morning we made a 
Sally. into the Ditch before the Lebe! Baſtion, but with- 
ont effe&, being forced to retire by the number of the 
Enemies. About ſeven in the Evening they ſprung a 
Mine under the attack'r Ravelin and atrempred an AL. 
fulr, bur were beaten off again. In this Confli&, a 
on Soldier being ſingly engaged with a Turk, took 
a his Scimicer and cur off his head with ic, and 
ſearching him found forme Money quilted in his Girdle, 
which he put into his own Pocket withont taking much 
notice of jt till the hight was ended, when returning 
inco the. Town to examine his Booty, and finding 
a hundred pieces of Gold, run up and down like a 
mad Man, ceHling every body the good fortune he had 
mer with, and encouraging them againſt the Turks from 
whom ſi:ch Treaſures were to-be gotten,

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This day Kotschkitsky, who carried the Letters to the 
Duke of Lorrain returned again with the Servant he had 
taken wich him, and aſſired us that we ſhould be relie- 
yed abour the end of the Month. 

In the Night we gave the Signal of our Meſſengers 
return by Rockets in the Air. 

On the 18th of Auguſt our Men made a. Sally upon 
the Point of the attackK'd Ravelin, to drive away the 
Turks who had ſheltered themſelves there. But not 
ſucceeding in this Attempt, they onely brought away 
one Prifoner. About five in the Evening the Enemy 
ſprung a Mine at the fide of the ſame Ravelin towards 
the Town, by which means throwing up the earth a- 
gain, they chlaeded their ground upon the Ravelin ſo 
far, that they planted twelve Enſigns upon it, and main- 
tained it very ſtoutly, which gave Count Scherfenberg 
a new occaſion of exerciſing his O_ in a. Sally a- 

ainſt them, wherein Dupigny Colonel of a Regiment of 
Horſe was kill'd, after having behaved himſelf very 
gallantly at the head of his Men whom he had diſmoun- 
ted, for this Service. De Chauville Captain of Horſe was 
likewiſe killed, the Father of whom was afterwards by 
the Duke of Lorrain made Colonel of the Regiment of 
Dupigny. The Baron d' Fi gained much honour in the: 
Sally, wherein the Turks, as it's ſaid, loſt four hundred: 
Men. 

On the 19th of Auguſt the Enemy ſhot litcle, nor did 
they make any uſe atall of their Cannon, bur with their 
Bombs and Stones they annoyed us very much. At ſevere 
in the Morning we ſprung a Mine under that fide of the 
attack'd Ravelin where the Enemy had lodged them- 


ſelyes the day before, which caft up ſo much earth thar 
fo. 
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BAAN ſb many of the Turks as were lodged within and at the 

\ £2: , fost of the Ravelin and could not get away in time were 
overwhelmed in it, and that part of the Ravelin bein 
thus retrieved was wholly abandoned by the Enemy, til 
Night ; when they Tenewcd their Works, and caſting up 
the earth endeavoured with all pofhtble diligence to make 
their way to their former ſhelters. | | 

About. nine in the Morning fourteen of our Men with 
a Leader paſſed the Paliſadoes before the Gate-of Carin. 
thia, and placing Guards to oppole any of the Turks that 
might come upon them, brought into the Town thirty 
two Oxen. 

On the 20th of Auguſt the Turks thundred with their 
oreat Guns. and Bombs upon our Baſtions after their 
uſual manner, whereby Wolfgang Schenk Lieutenant Col. 
of the Regiment of Keiſerſtein, received a Wound in. his 
ſhoulder of which he died ſome days after, and Cap- 
tain Hiller was killed upon the place. In the mean time 
the Turks were very buſie. endeavouring - to recover 
their former Poſt on the Ravelin. About ten this Night 
Letters were (ent to the Duke of Lorrain. 

This day a Gunner from the Ravelin between the 
Gate of Carinthia and the. Baſtion of the Waterworks, 
obſerving a Turk watering two Horſes at the River 
Vienna "red upon him, ane broke his Legs with a ſhor, 
of which he died immediately. 

On the 21th of Auguſt carly in the Morning the Ene- 
my ſaluted us with their Cannon and Bombs after their 
uſual manner, and afterwards ſprung a Mine towards 
the Lebel Baſtion, but without effe&, for which reaſon 
they did not make an Aſſault, but onely apply'd them. 
ſelyes to the enlargement of their approaches into the

great Ditch. About fix in the Evening they ſprung ano- 
ther Mine in the ſame Place with as little ſucceſs. This 
day a Delertor from the Enemy dame into-the Town, 
and amongſt other things told: us, «that: on the twenty 
eighth day of this Month they intended to perform ſome 
extraordinary Action, The fame day alſo ſome of our 
Men that were upon the Guard near -the Paliſadoes be- 
fore the Gate of 'Carinithia brought in two -Horles with 
a Janizary almoſt killed by a Mulquet ſhot, and gfter 
the General had underſtood from him the ſtate of the 
Enemies Camp, he gave order that he ſhould be treac- 


<d well and cured of his Wounds. 


. On the 22th of Auguſt about.cleven: in. the Mornin 

we ſprung. a Mine on the 'attack'd Ravelin, which 
threw up. ſo-much earth into the Enemies Works that 
it almoſt filled them, burying all their Pioneers, except 
ſome few whoſe heads being ſtill above ground, many 
of the Turks' came immediately, to their ſuccour, and 
with ſome difficulty carry'd them off. But the Diſpute 
continued very ſharp till ten at Night, when at laſt the 
Turks ſprung a ſmall Mine on the upper part of the 
Ditch near the Ravelin, thereby to facilitate their de- 
ſcent, whilſt our Men plyed them continually with Gra- 


nadoes, which. however did little hurt ro the Enemy 


who had covered their Galeries with Planks, under which 
they: ſecured themſelves from-our Granadoes,  Wecon- 
tinued all this while playing our great Guns and Bombs 
very briskly from the Rampart, to drive the Enemy 
from.the Court-Baſtion where they intended to ſpring 
a Mine, which they. had brought from the- attack'd

beyond the: Bridges removing their Camp, which we 
ſuppoſed to/be m orderto joyn the Duke of Lorrain 
and to encreaſe/ the fuccours we had for ſome time ex- 
peed, wherein we were confirmed by the Meſſenger 
we ſent to the Duke, who returned this day with Ler- 
ters from his Highnets giving us.an Account, ©« Thar 
* che Armies were almoſt joyned; That the Troops of 
« Bavaria, Saxony, Franconia, the Poces- and Imperialiſts 
« were near Crembs; That the King 'of Poland was ha- 
« ſting thither in Perſon, as allo the Eleftors of Ba- 
« varia and Saxony, and the Emperour coming to 
&« 7ints that he might be nearer to the' Army , but that 
«the whole Eaterprize depended 'upon the defence 
* we ſhould make until all the Forces were joyned, 
« which *rwas hoped would be by the end of this Month . 
«< That in the mean time the Duke of Lorrain was mo- 
« ying ' rowards' Crembs, that he might be preſent at 
« the making the Bridges there; That nothing was 0.- 
« mitted which might contribute too neceſſary and Ho- 
« nourable a Reliet ; Thar his Highneſs was reſolved to 
<« venture all rather than the Town ſhould be loſt , Thar 
&« he had beaten Tekely near Presburg on the 29th of July, 
< and purſued him to Schint, having taken all his Bag- 
« gage and burnt or ſunk all the Boats he had brought 
< rogether to build a Bridg upon the Waay ; That Preſ- 
© bays which had lately furrender'd ro Tekeli was

Imperial Court, Chriſtopher de Catena Canon 'of-St. Ste- 
phen's, John Leibenberg Conſul of the City, N. Schiltha- 
cha Phyſician, Paul Schorza, Gregory Widel, Do&ors in 
the Law, Balthaſar Horole.a Guntounder, Daniel Muller, 
Father -(briſtopher Schweizer a Dominican Frier, Father Vin- 
cent Bauman Sub-Prior of the ſame: Convent, - with a- 
bout fifteen others who with great Charity taking care 
of the ſick and wounded that lay in the: Monaſtery, died 
of the Infetion- they had contrafted: from them; / which 
alſo happened in other Convenes from the ſame: Cauſe. 

This day from the Court and Lebel Baftions we be. 
gan to throw down Veſſels of lighted Pirch and Sulphur 
into the bottom of the Ditch, nouriſhing the fire con- 
ſtantly with Wood, that by its Lighewe'mighe the more 
eaſily hinder the Turks from: miningunder the Points of 
the Baſtions, which had good ſuccels: The Enemy 
thereupon leaving the Points and betaking themſelves to 
the ſides of the Baſtions where they proceeded with their 
Mines. | 

Oa the 23d of Huguſt the Enemy working very hard, 
made three Galleries, by which ſallying our of the bot-

In the mean while. the Enemy ſprung a new Mine on 
the left ſide of the attack'd Ravehn, whereby they ſpa- 
red their-Pioneers:lome labour, who muſt have other- 
wiſe loſt much;titme- in. throwiog the canh over the Pa- 
liſadoes ; but they ſtill declined an.open fight, making uſe 
of their Mines to gain ground upan us. | 

Abour this time a. Report was ſpread; abroad: in the 
Town'that-a Deferter, had brought Intelligence, that the 
Enemy bad beet long digging ioder ground to make a 
paſſage under the Curtain through the Emperor's Wine- 
Celars into the Town, which though it was hardly be- 
lieved, occaſion'd-an Order to the Guard of the: Empe- 
ror's Palace, ; that they ſhould keep Watch in the Cellars 


. and go'the Round eyery hour, to give notice of what 


they ſhould obſerve. 

Oa the 24th of Auguſt we perceiv'd the Turks going in 
Boats and ſwimming their Horſes by the Bridles to the 
other ſide of the Danube, where they fer fire to the Vil- 
lages, Caſtles and Towns for ſome Miles thereabours : 
Our Men who had che Guard of the Bridges having left 
their 
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their Poſt two days before, in order to joyn the Duke of A 
Lorran , by whith means the Enemy aſſed over the ESA, 
River without interruption and waſted the Country on 
the other fide, till the Poles marching the next day to- 
wards Crembs and ſeeing the' Country all_ in a Imoak 
detached ſeyeral Patties, who meeting wich the Tarks 
made a great ſlaughter of them, forcing them to retreat 
in great confuſion to the Danube, where throwing them- 
ſelves into the River to avoid the Poles, moſt of them

Whilft the Enemy received this Blow on the other 
fide the River, thoſe before the Town continued firin 
upott us very' warmly with. their Canon. Their chick 
defigrr was tro bring 4 Mine under the Ravelin, by that - 
means hopicg to blow it up intirely ,: which our Mea 
 fiſpcting, informed Captain'Haffner, who taking with 
him ewo Pioneers, preſently digged over the place where 
heard rhe Enemy working with their Piekaxes,

On the 25th of oe much blood was ſhed on both 
ſaes.-ani®tholigh: the Lieray Were ve bulſe with their.

Sereni for a recruit of one hundred men, whom he de- 

fired leave to command in perſon, which was granted 

by Count Sereni with greatdifficulty,as being a Service im- 

proper for a Collonel :_ But the Prince avitg by impor. 
runicy obtained his deſires, and coming in freſh, relie- 
ved our men that wth ages with the Turks. And 
Count Souches having at the fame time undertaken ano- 
ther Sally, not far from the ſame place, the Enemy, was 
forced to give ground; and the Prince of Wirtenberg pur- 
ſuing clofety into their Trenches without the Counter- 
ſcarp as far as one of their Batteries, upon which were 
planted three Pieces of Ordinance, it would have been 
very cafie to have nailed up their Guns, if our men had- 
beet1 provided with Nails, 'but the Turks be inning to 
rally arid to increaſe-in number, they thought fieto;retire 
into the Ditch, ſtill firing upon the Enemy that followed 
ther.  Inchis Aion were loſt abourewo hundred Com. 
mon Souldiers on our fide. "The Officers. killed were the 
Baron de amgren mom in the Regimenr of Keyſer. 
ſtein, the Baron of Yelr-Brugg, Capraia in the Regiment of 
Newbvrg. "The Prince of Wirtenberg was alſo wounded by

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an Arrow . under the right Hip, and Maximilian Weedling nat 
Captain of the Artillery killed this day; nor in the Sally, A, 
bur upon the Lebel Baſtion. 

While theſe things were doing, Captain Haffner found 
out another of the Enemies Mines under the Attack'd 
Ravelin, and ſo diſappointed the effe&t. . 

On the 26th of Auguſt the Enemy, having ſprung a 
Mine under the fide of the attack'd Ravelin, made an 
aſſaulr, but were beaten off, after which they continued 
tochrow their Bombs and Stones the reſt of the day,. do- - 
ing us ſome hurt. About Nine in the Evening they 
ſprung another Mine under the ſame fide of the Ravelin, 
and made another Aſſault, but were again repulſed 
with great ſlaughter ; fiveot our men, ſtanding together 
upon the Court Baſtion, had their heads ſhor off by 'one 
of th& Enemies Bullets. At one in the Afternoon we 
ſaw a great number of Camels laden, going out of the 
Enemies Camp towards Presburg with Men to guard 
1 them ; We ſuppoſing itto be the Booty they had caken 

from the Chriſtians and were now ſcnding away that 
they might make ſure of it whatever evenc the Siege might. 
have. 

On the 2zth of AuguſtTarly in the Morning the Enemy 
gaveus ſeyeral.warm ſalutes with their Cannon after their 
uſual manner, which ceaſing,they continued nevertheleſs 
throwing of Stones and Bombs. Ar ſeven of the Clock f 
about three hundred Myfguetcers, with thirty Horſe of 
of the Regiment of Dupigny, made a Sally into the Ditch 
of; the Court Baſtion, where ——— all the re- 
ſiſkance the Enemy could make, our men deſtroyed as 
much of their Works as would coſt them three days. to

Ar Five in the Evening the Enemy ſprung two new 
Mines, ' the one on the lett ſide of the atrack'd Raveline, 
the other upon the edge of the Ditch towards the Court 
Baſtion, __ the noiſe of the firſt, the Enemy made 
an Affaulr, but were as foon repulſed by Count Scherfen- 
berg : The other Mine had no further confequence, than 
that one or two of our Men were hurt and taken Prifoners 
by the Enemy, - who allo received: 2 conſiderable, loſs. 
This day two Deferters, one a'common Soldferin the 
Regiment of Beck, the other of che ordinary Gariſon, 
that had been lately ſcized as they were ranning away” 
to the Enemy over the Paliſadoes, were Banged in the: 
Marker-place, and the Boy that was taken' as'he was 
cartying Intelligence ro the Egemy, Beheaded. We 
likewiſe ſaw ſeveral Parties of oyx Horſe ranging beyond 
the Bridges an the other fide of che Danube 1m fearch of 
the Turks that had been ferring the Country on Fire. And 
at Night, the Baron Xuimanſeys by Count Starenbery's 
diretion, ordered abgur Fourty Rockets to be thrown 
up into the Air from S. Stephen'SFower, as a Signal to 
the Duke-rhat we'expetted' a ſpeedy relief, - 
On the 28th. m the Morning Mt was ery quier oh both 
ſides,by reafon of the Thunder and tempeſtuons Weather, 
which ceaſing berween Four and Fiyein the Evening, 'the 
Enemy ſprung a Mine art the right fide of the attack'd” 
Ravelin, 
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Ravelin, and made an Afſult upon it, but playing SA—5 
our Cannon continually with our (i mob Shot, ne 9g &— 
ing of Stanes, we made them retire, after they covered © © 
themſelves in the Ditch under the Court Baſtion by che 

help of Galleries which they made uſe of that they 

might with more ſecurity in the Night enlarge the 
Trenches they had carried ſo Far.” Thus we were freed 

from the apprehenſions of Danger , which by the In- 
formation of the Deſerter, we were to expect this Day : 

In the Evening the Baron Kielmanſegg threw more 

Rockets into. the Air, as a Signal for the- Duke of 

Lorrain to haſten our relief. 

On the 29th. the Enemy made leſs uſe of their Cannon, 
but were more free of their Bombs and Stones : Berween 
Nine and Tea they ſprung a Mine under the remain- 
ing part of the Raveline, which utterly deſtroyed it, 
after it had been torn in pieces with the continual 
ſpringing of ſo many Mines, no firm ground being left 
E the Enemy or us to Fight upon; our Men keeping 
only a, very ſmall Retrenchment on the middle of the 
Rayeline that had eſcaped the laſt Afſaulr of the Enemy. 
This they maintained very obſtinately, beſct as it was 
on every fide by the Enemy, until ſome Days after 
when Count Starenberg ordered that Poſt to be abandon'd. 

All parts being thus Leveled that might -facilitate 
the ay! of the Enemy to the atcackt Raveline,; they 
endeavoured to make a way for their delcent into the 
outward. Ditch, to which end about Noon they fprung 
2 Mine, which caſting up much Earth, ſecured their 
Galleries ſo well, that fourty or fikty Men might paſs 
that way into the bottom of the Ditch : They durſt not 


however as yet undertake to drive us by force from the 
np | Ravelin, 
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PAD Raveline, until they had prepared another ſmall Mine, 

> which they ſprung the next Day , being the 3orh. of 

s Auguſt , on that ſide of the Raveline rowards the Lebel 

Baltion, and thereupon made an Aſſault, which was 

 Routly oppoſed by our Men, who had but very little 

room left on the Rayelipe to defend themſelves upon 

againſt the Enemy. Whilft this paſſed at the Ravelin, 

the, Enemy continued enlarging. and advancing their 

Trenches in the bottom of the Ditch very near the 
Ramparts of the Court and Lebel Baſtions. 

This Day Creſfilizs an Officer of the Ordnance ' was 
killed by a Cannon Bullet; and the Baron 'de Kie/- 
manſegg in the preſence of Count Starenberg made tryal 
of certain Granado Shells he had Invented, not of Glaſs 
or any Metal, but of Potters Clay. wrought with cer- 
rain Ingredients to the hardneſs of Iron, which being 
fired, proved as good at leaft as any that were made 
of Glaſs; And had the Siege laſted any longer, they 
would have been made uſe of , all the ws ol being 
{pent. The Baron of KAtelmanſegg did alſo Invent a 
Powder Mill, which being placed under the Ramparts, 
was turned by Oxen and Horſes inſtead of Wind or 
Water, where a quantity of Powder was made ever 
Day. Many other good Services were performed by 
Baron Kielmanſegg, untill he fell ſick of a Dyſentery 
and a Feaver, when he appointed his Kinſman Lieu- 
renant Colonel Charles Baron of Schwaertzenau to ſupply 
his Duty, which he performed with great Diligence 
ro the end of the Siege, having before as a Voluntier 
attended Count Storenh:rg, tendring - his Service upon 
all occaſions, 


This 
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This day one of the Enemies Bombs felt apon"our 
Pgwder 'that lay upon , the Court-baſtion for the.uſe 
of otit Guns and burſtitig afutider ſet fire to ſome Hahd- 
Granadoes, by. which three of our Mea wete killed and 
feven wounded. 
On the'3 1th: of Auguſt were obſerved ſeveral Camels 
*arid| Waggons laden, and ſome Carriages with greac 
Guns drawing oft from the Enemies Camp towards the 
Forreſt of Yienna, . where in the Afrernoon we heard 
much ſhooting, which made us believe that the Turks 
were 'gonethart way” to hinder the paſkge of ſome of the 
force-runners of our Army that was coming to our Re- 
lief. In the Afternoon the Enemy fprung two Mines, 
one at the atrack'd Ravelin, -the other upon the edg of 
che Counterſcarp towards the Court Baſtion, which was 
done onely to enlarge their Approaches which might 
facilitate their digging of Mines under the Baftions. 


September, 


On'the firſt of this Month the Enemy made little uſe 
- of their great Guns, but threw many Stones and were 

bufy in advancing their Works towards the Baſtions, 
© hide: which, our Men made a Sally into the bot. 
torn of the Ditch of the Court Baſtion and repulſed the 
Turks to the Counterlcarp, entringiinto their Trenches 
as far as a Battery, where they nailed up two of 
their. grear Guns. | But they increaſing in number re- 
ttrried pon our Men who: killed many of the Turks, 
there being about one hundred on our fide: killed and 
wounded. | 
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At Night (eyeral Rockets Mens: agpjathromen into:che 
Air as Signals ro our Army that we ſtood in great need 
of Relief For now we ſaw plainly the Enemy intend- 
ed to carry a Mine the Night following under the Court- 
baſtion, and had alſo made their approaches through the 
batcom of the Ditch to-the Lebel Baſtion, - and the Cur- 
tain between thoſe two Baſtions, having covered and.- 
ſecured themſelves by their Galeries and Traverſes of 
Wood. 

On the ſecond of September at five in the Morning, the 
Meſſenger we had twice ſent to the Duke of Lorain re- 
turned into the Tawn. 

This Meſſenger, by Name George Kotschkitsky hath 
ſince related to us, that upon his firlt going out of the 
Town with Letters from the General having a Servant 
with him, they did not go very far the firſt Night, bur 
proceeding on their Journey, the next Morning met with 
ſeveral Turks, who asked them who' they were and 
from whence my came? To whom they made anſwer, 
That one was of Belgrade, and the other of Yivaria , 
That they. had been-trading with ſome Commodities 
in the Camp but had been robbed of all they had, which 
made them ſeek up and down in the Vineyards ſome- 
thing to ſatisfe their Hunger. That ſome. of the. 
Turks bad them have a care not to ſtragole roo far 
for fear of the Enemy who were near. - That going a 
lictle further to the top of the Hill called the 7 1 
they ſpyed on the. other fide of the Danube ſome of our 
Army that lay near the Bridges to hinder the Turks from, 
repairing them as is before mentioned, and in. the 
middle of the Danube ſaw alittle Iſland, with ſome Peo. 
ple that were retired thicher with their boats, to whom 


upon 
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upon coming near to the Shoar, they made a Sign that FLA 
os eels th: dais over, Rey on did afer or 
Meſſenger and his Servant had-afſured them that they 
were Criſtiags making the ſign of the-Crols on their 
forcheads, in confirmation of it, That the People of the 
Iſland told Korschkitsky,how ourMen that lay on the other 
ſide of the Danube had ſome days before palled the River, 
and ranging through ghe Vineyards had met with a great 
number of the Enemics Camels which they drove down 
tothe Water (ide, where going into their boats 'and draw- 
ing ſome of them by the uid e after them, they were fol- 
lowed by all the reſt of the Camels that ſwam over of their 
own accord , to the number of at leaſt three hundred. 
That he was carried from hence by the People of the [{land 
ro the other fide of the River, where he was conducted to 
the Officers that were there, who were Donatus Heifter Co- 
lonel of Dragoons, Peter Ricardi Colonel of the Croats, and 
Count 4rchinto Lieutenant Colonel of the Duke of Lorrains 
Son's Regiment, by whom he:was kindly received and 
ſent forward to our Army ; andthat having delivered his 
Letters tothe Duke of Lorrain he was diſpatch'd back to- 
Vienna, where:he arrived with his Servaart in ſafery the 
ſame. way they came. 

This was the 'Story Kotschkitsky. entertain'd us withal 
ac his recurn. Y'; 2A | | | 

About two of che Clack this Afternoon he was again 
ſent back witch Lerers, prefling the Duke to haſten our 
Relief, the'Enemy having this Morning fprung a Mine 
under the left fide of che Court-baſtion, which had been 
brought through che bottom of the Ditch with ſuch et- 
fect, that. ſome of the great: Stones that ſupported- the 


Baſtion: at:the bortomof ic, being removed by the force 
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PALS of the Powder, gave; us reafon'ts fear the reſt might 
—_— fall, or at leaſt that the Enemy might find 2 paſlage fo 


as to lodg themſelyes within the Baſtion, and that car- 
rying.the Mine yet further the whole ſtruture would 
be indangered. At this time Colonel Geſchwind Licute- 
nant Colonel of the Artillery was wounded on the Arms 
and ſhoulders by Stones-out of one of the Enemies Mor- 
tar-pieces, who continuing ſtill cg bring on cheir Works 
through the bottom of the Dirch ts the ſides of the ewo 
Baſtions, there was reaſon to fear that the Ravelin which 
lay between them both, having already {uffered fo much 
would now be finally loſt. However m_ Heifter- 
man of Count Staremberg's Regiment, whole turn it was 
to go upon this Poſt, was ſent to maintain. it for ſame 
time, with Order, that it the Enemy prefſed him very 
hard he ſhould. retire with his Men ſtlently in the Nigt 
to ſome other place of defence ; but he having poſted 
hinafelf upon the Ravelin with fifty Men, would nor res 
treat) notwithſtanding the fierce Acttacks of the En 
who had ſet fire. to the: Paliſadoes. and Traverzles of 

Wood, which was the onely defence our Men had re- 
maining. In this Action at leaſt tweney of the fifty 
were killed, and amongſt them Lieutenant Sommeryogel 
and a Sergeant; but»che. Captain having with his. own 
hand killed two.of the Turks, kept his ſtation with the 
other thirty all che Night-rill'the next day : 

Which being the 3d of September, Cap. Muller was about 
two in the Afternoon ſent go relieve Heiſterman, andabout. 
ewo hours after was killed with one atche Enemies Darts, 
in vainthe General being informed of, and believing» ic 
which to think of keeping the Ravelin any longer, or- 
dered that Poſt to be deſerted and the defences which 


our 
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our Men had made from che Rayelin. to the two Ba- O25 
ſtions to be burnt, as was accordingly done about mid- FN 
night : So that the Tirks were that day being the 3d of 
September poſſeſſed of that Ravelin -whichrhad coſt them 
{o much blood and trouble. SY 

On this occaſion ic may be worthy of notice, that 

whilſt the Turks were working continually under that 
part of the Ravelin that remained, and that our Men 
were digging from above to. countermine them, it hap- 
' ned that their Pickaxes met together, the ground being 
opened between them ;3 but the Turks being as unwil- 
ling to make their way upwards as our Men were to go 
down, the Conflict ſoon ended without any great hurt on 
either ſide. 

In the Night the Baron Kjelmanſegg threw more Roc. 
kets as a Signal to the Duke of Lorrain' of the diſtreſs we _ 
were in. hs | 

On the 4th of September the Turks were quiet with 
their great Guns in the forenoon, but annoyed us more 
than ordinary with their Bombs and throwing of Stones. 

In the Morning we had ſome Rain, which cealing, 
about two in the afternoon the Enemy ſprung a Mine 
- under the left face of the Court-baſtion ( leaving the 
Point untouch'd for the reaſons aforementioned.) which 
made fo terrible a noiſe and concuſſion that half the 
Town was ſhaken with it, and at leaſt thirty foot of the 
Baſtion thrown down, which the Enemy feconding wich 
an Aſſault and their uſual cry of Ala, Ala, 4la, put the 
whole Town into the greatelt conſternation imaginable. 
Buc our. Mea. who- had: the Guard: of that Poſt, imame- 
diately ſtopping the breach with great Beams and Sacks 


filled with land and earth, after a deſperate figh: that 
laſted. 
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A laſted an hour and a half, moſt couragiouſly repulſed the 


Enemy, many being killed on both ſides, though the lols 
was not ſo great on'ours. Whilſt rhe Cannon, Mortar- 
pieces and ſmall ſhor played furiouſly from all parts, there 
appeared upon the top of the Ditch about a thouſand 

urks, who on the ſudden let themſelves down one by 
one through certain Holes and Galeries that conveyed 
them into the very bottom of the Ditch, and running 
from thence towards that part of the Baſtion which had 
' been thrown down by the Mine, they found a way by 
digging and removing the looſe earth to ſhelrer them- 
ſelves in the hollow parts of the Ruins, making alſo 
room for greater numbers, that afterwards hiding them- 
felves under the ſame breach they might the more ea- 
fily continue their approaches in order to poſſeſs them- 
{elves of the Baſtion. 

But by che Providence of God and Courage of the 
Chriſtians they were driven out the ſame way the 
came in, being forced to betake themſelves to their firſt 
Poſt under the Baſtion. In this Conflict many were 
killed on borh ſides. 'The Baron Blumendall Captain of 
the Regiment of © taremberg was ſhot through the But- 
tock,but recovered : Count Sereni and Count Scherfenberg, 
ſignalizing their Valour as on other occaſions. 

About nine at Night the Rockets were again thrown 
from Sr. Stephen's Tower to give notice that it was now 
high rime to relieve us, The Town being reduced to 
the laſt extremity. And after this Signal George Miha- 
lowiz, one that formerly waited on John Baptiſta Reſi- 
dent from his Imperial Majeſty at the Port, and ſpoke 
the Turkiſh Language very .well, was ſent abouc two 
in the Afternoon with Letters to the Duke of Lorrain thar 
he might know the extream danger we were in, Oa

.-Oa che 5th of September the Enemy plyed us with a 5% 
heavier fort ot Cannon than before, whilſt in the x, 
mean time they continued with the greateſt diligence - 
ro Carry on their Galeries at the Ravelia and through 
the Ditch to the middle Curtain, and to dig Mines under 
cheCurcain it ſelf. HED | 

In the Evening about fix of the Clock they uſed all 

ofible endeavours to repoſleſs themlelves of. the ground 
they had firſt gained upon the Court-baſtion ; bur. the 
paſſage being. well fortified with Paliſadoes- and other: 
Detences, and our Men being provided with variety of 
Arms, as Sythes, Hooks and Clubs headed with Iron, 
Morning Stars and the like Inſtruments, forced the Ene- 
my toretire making great hayock of them, 

On the 6th of September what we feared cameto paſs. 
The Enemy about one of the Clock in the Afternoon 
F ſpringing ſeveral Mines under the Lebel Baſtion, which 
they had for fome days before been preparing by the. 
7 help of their Galeries. Theſe Mines made ſuch a breach 

that a great part of the Baſtion at leaſt rwenty four foot 

thick, being of brick and ſtone, was quite thrown down 
from the top to the very bottom leaving a gap of thir-. 
ty ſix foot broad, and our Men quite uncovered, where- 
upon the Enenty made a furious Aſſault, but ſoon re-. 

\ tixed by reaſon of the difficulty of the paſſage occa-- 
fioned by the heaps and pieces of the Ruins that lay in. 
their way, ſo that got being able to continue the Ac. 
tack with above one Man a breaſt, and being plyed 
with our great Guns and ſmall Short they were forced. 
ro- deſiſt at that time. However the following Night 
they fell upon digging new paſſages towards the breach, 

*| which made us renew. our Signal to the Duke of Lor- 
Fat 
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rain, by Rockets as we had done the day before by our 
Meſſenger, that his Highneſs might underſtand our dan- 
ger to be ſuch as to require immediate Relief. Nor 
were we idle all that Night, which was ſpent either in 
throwing up Earth', in fixing of Paliſadoes and Tra- 
verſes, or raiſing new Batteries where our General 
found: ir neceſlary, artarayy on the Spaniſh Baftion (1- 


 tnated behind the Court Baſtipn near the Court, as alſo 


upon the Curtain which ranges upon that ſpace which 
is called The Paradice Garden, that we might be the bet- 
rer able to withſtand the Aflault of the Turks. 

This was the ſtare of things in the Town, when in 
the Night we ſaw upon the top of the Calemberg, five 
Rockets as a Sipnal that our expeted Spccours were at 
hand, which being anſwered by us in the ſamie 'man« 
ner there is reafon to believe was underftood” by the 
Enemy; inaſmuch as the next no the 7th of Sep- 
tember, the Grand Yifier raade a Generel Muſter of all 
his Army, as hath fince appeared 'to us by their own 
Origioal Muſter-Rolls, wrirren in the Turkiſh Language, 
Characters and Papers, which after the raifing of the 
Siege and flight of the Enemy were by Order of the 
Biſkop of Neuſtadt garhered together as they lay ſcat- 
tered np and down near*che Tents of the Grand Viſter. 
and the Secretary of State ('or Reys Effendi, fo called 
by the Turks ) and are as followeth.
